The only Works now under execution are llie deepening of the Cliannel of llie River, 
dredging ror liallast, and the ordinary Repairs of the Works connected wiilithe Port. The 
deepening of the River lias the last two years been mainly prosecuted by the means of one 
bteam Uredge Barge of ao horse power, and such of the Ballast Lighters as could be spared 
for that purpose; a second Steam Dredge, of 35 horse power, is now ready to be employed 
111 addition. Lightermen receive 51/. to 6fc/. per ton faccordiiig to distance) for the 
manual labour of removing the material raised; this operation i.s not carried on under any 
other Estimate ; Gabbardmen are paid, for raising Ballast for Shipping, 6d. per ton, and 
for heaving it on board the Vessels, 3d. (late Currency) ; all wliich Rates are exclusive of the 
Cost and B.vpcnses attendant upon the Dredging Barges, Floats and Ballast Gabbards 
Ihe rate of Wages to Workmen as follows: Stone-cutters and Masons, ^s. id. per day • 
Ship Carpenters, 4*. 2d. ; Carpenters, 4 s. ; and Labourers, is. yd. per day. ’ 



6. — RETURN of all Vessels lost in the Bay and Harbour of Dublin during the 
last Ten Years, so far as the same can be made out; as also, a Return, for like 
Period, of all Vessels that were run agroun u in the River or Bay, and injured 
inconsequence; distinguishing such as had Pilots on board. 

There is no Return obliged to be made to this Office of Vessels lost in the Bay and 
Harbour of Dublin, and the only Account had of Vessels being run aground is where Com- 

f ilaints have been preferred against tlie Pilots in charge, which, during the last Ten Years, 
lave amounted to Nine instances ; Seven of which Complaints have been substantiated.
